_ Shafter. Philip was a gentlemen and certainly well thought of by everyone fortunate enough to have known 


him. He died at the age of 38 from injuries after a fall last December and leaves his wife and children. 
He will be remembered by me especially for his friendship, thoughtfuiness and this special project we had 


the great pleasure in accomplishing together. 


The Vermont Numismatic Society . 
1877-1881 


Gentlemen; we as numismatic bibliophiles are 
here today to pay tribute to our colleagues who 
many yesterdays ago organized the Vermont 
Numismatic Society. No one living today could 
have possibly known of any person intimately 
involved with the Society which lived fleetingly 
and flickered out of existence within four years.- 


Four years ago | became intrigued by and 
obtained a lovely set of three medals which were 
struck by George Lovell. This set of medals is the 
only issue of the Vermont Numismatic Society 
and commemorates the 100th anniversary of the 
Battle of Bennington in 1778. The obverse is a 
bust of General John Stark, New Hampshire’s 
most famous Revolutionary War hero. The 
reverse of the medals features the coats of arms 
of Vermont, New Hampshire, and Massachusetts 
who participated in the Battle of Bennington; see 
broadside illustration for complete description of 
medal. 


| found great pleasure in possessing these medals 
and realized the importance of retrieving all 


possibile history of the mysterious and short-lived ~ 


numismatic society. 


Providing the important clue was Shepherd 
Pond’s superb essay “History of the Boston 
Numismatic Society” published in the July, 1935 
issue of the Numismatist. Mr POnd suggested the 
possibie existence of the proceedings and other 
papers of the society may be found in ihe 
Vermont Historical Society collections. 


_ Correspondence with Deputy Director Philip Elvert 


presents us with the existing documentation 
which wegiiis with an act to incorporate the 
Vermont Numismatic Society which was approved 
by the Vermont legislature in 1877. This act 
authorized Marcus Gilman, Henry Allen, and Dr 
Charies 7. Thayer along with associates and 
successors to preserve historical coins, medals, 
and pubiished accounts of them. Included in this 
act was the formation of a numismatic library 
which would educate the society’s members. 


The Vermont Numismatic Society appeared well 
organized and continued by publishing 200 
copies of their constitution and by-laws which 
were adopted July 3, 1877. The highlights of this 
booklet state that its objectives shall be the 
promotion of numismatic science and the 
formation of a cabinet for the membership’s use 
and will consist of resident, corresponding, and 
honorary members. The slate of officers included 
Marcus Gilman, who was to be the Society’s only 
president, A.C. Spalding, Vice President, Dr C.P. 
Thayer, Secretary, and D. Noyes Burton, Curator 
and Treasurer. 


The regular meetings of the Society were held 
quarterly, the first Tuesdays of March, June, 
September, and December. All 14 resident 
members paid annual dies of $1.00 with 
Corresponding and Honorary Members free from 
assessments. Isaac Wood of New York was the 
only Honorary Member in the history of the 
Society. 


Article 5 limited the growth and perhaps eventual 
downfall by stating: "any candidate for 
membership must be proposed by a Resident 
Member at a regular meeting, and may be 
balloted for, where one negative vote shall defeat 
his election.” These gentlemen were too exclusive 
and carefully guarded the Society from any 
unsuitable additions from creeping in. 


The correspondence contained as many as 20 
letters concerning Society business and the 
formation of their cabinet and library. 


H. L. Sheidon’s letter of September 11, 1877 to 
President Gilman requested that his name be 
proposed for membership approval at the 
Society’s next meeting. Today, the H. L. Sheldon 
museum of Middlebury, Vermont boasts that 
states’s third largest manuscript library. 


On September 12, 1877, William Poillon, Secretary 
of the American Numismatic and Archaeological 
Society, requested copies for himself and for the 
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ANS library, of the Vermont Numismatic Society's 
constitution and by-laws. (2 copies are known 
today) 


Mr H, P. Allen, a tailer who operated a clothing 
house in Burlington, Vermont, became a driving 
force throughout the remaining history of the 
Society. He became Secretary in June of 1878 
due to Dr Thayer’s removal to Boston. Ina July 
30th 1878 letter to President Gilman, Secretary 
Allen enclosed his draft for a charter for the 
Society, fashioned from a similar charter of the 
Boston NUmismatic Society. 


The remaining letters for 1878 pertain to 
membership inquiries em where to sel! old 
American coins and auction catalogues which can 
be made avaiiable for the societies library. 


A notice from W. Elliot Woodward dated 
November 25, 1878 offers the following auction 
catalogues: The Holland Collection on extra heavy 
tinted paper and neatly priced for $3.00; a priced 
Mickely catalogue for $5.00; and a completed set 
of the American Journal of Numismatics, 
described as clean and perfect, for $35.00. Also 
numerous catalogues of nearly all United States 
coin sales with some of them antedated by years 
mentioned in Attinelli's Numisgraphics. 


A January 12, 1879 letter to President Gilman 
from Secretary Allen states: T. F. Rogers, librarian 
at Fletcher Free library has in his possession 
Crosby's Early Coins of America. Bound, cloth 
sides, morocco back and corners, color of 
binding maroon, in fact a perfect binding worth at 
least $3.00. If the trustees decided not to 
purchase it, would it not be well to buy it for the 
Society at the price it can be obtained for viz 
$8.00. Yours numismatically, H.P. Allen. P.S. | 
think at the price, above book can be obtained, if 
trustees decide not to keep it, it will be a most 
valuable acquisition. i think the members wouid 
stand a small assessment should be come up 
short in other matters. Allen. 


On March 24, Jeremiah Colburn, who presided 4H 


over the Boston Numismatic Society meetings, 
wrote to President Gilman concerning the United 
States Mint obligations. "| have written to the new 
Superintendent, a Loudon Snowden, wishing him 
to carry out Rule | established at the mint some 
four years ago - that “all incorporated Numismatic 
Societies should be furnished will all patter pieces 
which would be struck." 


By April 13, 1879, the dies for the Society's only 
meda! had been prepared by George Lovett, and 
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Secretary Allen suggested a set of medals be 
presented, by stating that “of course, we as a 
Society are indebted to Mr Woods, so much that 
a set of medals would be no more than just and 
but a slight return for all he has done for our 
society. We are also indebted to the Pittsburgh, 
PA society. | have a white metal medal which | 
can send to them. It was advised not to destroy 
the dies until the next meeting due to presentation 
of their medal to other Societies we are indebted 
oo a 


Letters to President Gillman on July 25th and 
August 15th from Secretary Allen discuss the 
numbers of medals struck along with an offer to 
purchase the dies, which was declined. 
Delinquent payment of dues is noted in both, and 
the August 15 letter, a resignation of a member is 
reported. 


On August 20th, Dr Thayer states that 19 silver 
medals have been struck and that a 20% discount 
can be given to any numismatic society should 
they want to purchase a set. He also asks 
Secretary Allen about destroying the dies. This 
letter was sent to President Gilman, and Allen 
asks “Make what suggestions you deem 
necessary so | may reply to this letter, have $8.00 
in treasury, had we not better order to that 
amount or say $10.00?" 


The last important correspondence on the medals 
and dies was dated August 31, 1879. Secretary 
Alien informs President Gilman that lsaac Wood is 
very pleased with the white metal and bronze 
medals but refuses the silver medal which he is 
not collecting. The American Numismatic Society 
has not received their medals, and would be 
pleased to receive them. He concludes by noting 
that Dr Thayer should be asked what offer they 
have had on the dies. 


Henry Herrick, author, engraver, and Manchester, 
N.H. grand patron of the arts was selected to do 
the portrait of John Stark for the obverse of the 
Vermont Numismatic Society Medal. Early in his 
career, Stark was employed by the American 
Bank Note Company and is known to have 
created the original figurative symbols which 
decorate many of the bonds floated by the 
government during the Civil War. The Stark 


portrait or obverse of the medal is not listed in his 
catalogue of 112 watercolor or oil paintings. He 
D _Gecline_the leading art position at Yale College to 
continue engraving. He was president of the 
Manchester Historical Association and wrote a 
superb essay on the life of General Starkg. Prior 
to his death in 1906, Prronto-riscteathy h4366. 








Mr Herrick was commissioned to do a life size 
portrait of the Honorable William Windom, 
Secretary of the Treasury during the McKinley 
Administration. 


To our knowledge, there are only two complete 
sets of the three Vermont Numismatic Society 
medals known today, one at The American 
Numismatic Society (whose collection also 
includes an additional silver medal), and one in 
the author’s collection. This latter set, which 
surfaced in Manchester, included an 1870 
photograph of the John Stark obverse, perhaps 
indicating that this was Herrick’s personal set. 
The Garrett Sale (Part IV, Lot 2081) contained a 
silver medals, and | am aware of one additional 
example also. No original box or case which 
housed the medals has survived. 


The 5 x 7 1/2 advertising broadside illustrated 
here is the second of two types used to solicit the 
sale of these medals, and is one of only three 
copies known to have survived. In the first 
version of the broadside, the paragraph above 
"Solid Silver" states "the dies will be cut by an 
experienced engraver and will be struck at the 
mint, Philadelphia." 


Truly bad news was received by President Gilman 
from Secretary Allen on May 11, 1880. "! leave 
here June 1 to locate in Penna, so | shall be 
obliged to send in my resignation. | think Enos 
W. Taft will make a good secretary. If | have any 
coins you want, should like to sell to you, as shall 
need all the ready money | can raise. Yours very 
truly, H. P. Alien" 


On October 11, 1880, A. B. Halbert, long standing 
member from Essex Junction penned the 
following note to President Gilman. “Impossible 
to attend meeting, | leave for Boston for two week 
stay. | think you better close up our society. 
’ There is not enough interest to keep it going.” 


Secretary Allen, who remained in Vermont, wrote 
to President Gilman on December 28, 1880. "Has 
Mr A. B. H. made propositions to you tending to 
. winding V. Num Soc and donating its property to 
V. Historical Soc? | feel that if no more interest is 
taken than there has been in the past two years, 
it might as well go, although | was in hopes by 
careful nursing to see the child live and grow 
strong with age. Respectfully, H. P. Allen." 


Unfortunately this was not to be the case, and a 
January 6, 1881 letter to President Gilman states: 
"At the regular meeting of the Vermont 
Numismatic Society in Montpelier on January 3, 





it was moved and coined that we meet on 
February 2nd to take action in regard to 
dissolution of the Society. You are especially 
requested to be present at that time. H. P. Allen, 
Secretary.” 


The final communication came February 10. “At 
the meeting of the Vermont Numismatic Society 
on Feb 2nd, it was voted to end the Society’s 
affairs and that Tuesday March 9th at 11AM was 
set for the disposal at auction of all property listed 
below belonging to the Society. Mail bids are 
solicited, which you are requested to send to H. 
P. Allen at Box 524, Burlington, Vermont. 


The photocopy of the auction lots is extremely 
difficult to read, the ink on the onion skin paper 
being badly faded according to Mr Elvert. It does 
appear, however, that 57 lots are recorded, and a 
note on the third page which states that in 
addition to the foregoing, there are the following; 
lot 58 A. J. of Num. Vols 1 to 4 inclusive 
excepting Number 2, Volume 2. Lots 59-61 are 
also issued of the American Journal of 
Numismatics. 


Some of the original 57 lots which are legible 
include: Centennial Commission, Haverford 
College, Boston Numismatic Society, Masonic, 
and what appears to be a set of the Vermont 
Numismatic Society medals. Lots 50 on are 
auction catalogues including plated Cogans. 


In closing this history, we congratulate the 14 
pioneer numismatologists and laud their superb 
efforts for their promotion and contributions to 
numismatic science, then in its infancy, but far too 
important for them to neglect, even then.
